A British Port, June 8.—(11:11 a. m.)—Major-General Pershing 
and his staff arrived here this morning after an uneventful trip.

A hearty welcome was extended 
to the Americans by official repre- 
Bentatives of the admiralty, the 
war office and the municipal au- 
thorities. 


The war office has assigned a 
brigadier general of the British 
army as aide to Greneral Pershing. 


He took up his duties with the 
commander-in-chief as soon as the 
latter reached iere. 


The formal welcome to the Americans 
on the landing stage was a stirring scene. 
A guard of honor composed of royal 
Welsh fusiliers was drawn up at the land- 


ing with a regimental band. After Gen. 
Pershing had been introduced to the mili- 
ti"-7 officer in command of the port he in- 
spected the guard of honor w^hile the band 
played "The Star Spangled 
Banner." 
Gen. Pershing said to the Associated 
Press: 


"The trip has been delightful, particu- 
larly the latter stages, when we were 
escorted through the danger zone by our 
own destroyers. 
Speaking for myself 
and my staff, we are glad to be the stand- 
ard bearers of America in this great war 
for civilization.

San Juan Del Sur, Nicaragua, June 8.—San Salvador, the capital 
of the republic of Salvador, with a population of more than 60,000, 
has been totally destroyed, according to a dispatch from San Miguel« 
Salvador. 


No details as to the manner in which the city was destroyed have . 
been received, but it undoubtedly was the result of au. earthquake or : 
volcanic eruption. 


A dispatch from Tegucigalpa, Honduras, says that in addition to 
the wiping out of San Salvador, the towns of Quezaltipeque, Nejapa, 
Suchichoto, Paisnal, Armenios and Mejicanos also were destroyed. 
Mejicanos was a suburb of San Salvador. 


At 9:50 o'clock this morning 
there was still no communication 
between San Salvador and Tegu- 
cigalpa. 


An operator who reached the 
edge of the destroyed zone report- 
ed at 9:20 o'clock this morning 
that San Salvador was in ruins 
and that every thing within a ra- 
dius of thirty miles had been de- 
stroyed by the earthquake. 


The town of Santa Tecla also has 
been destroyed, according to this 
report. Residents of San Salvador 
are camping in the streets and 
parks. At the time the report was 
sent it had been raining 
heavily 
for five hours. The disaster is sup- 
posed to have been caused by an 
eruption of the volcano of San Sal- 
vador, at the foot of which the city 
is situated.

Supreme Court Orders Colia- 
pánies in Wldtley Coim^ 
to Consolidate. 


[Special to The SentineL] 
Columbia City, Ind., Jtine 8.—The 
systems of the Whitley County Tele- 
phbne company and the Farmers' Mu- 
tual Telephone company must b« con- 
nected, unless the latter company sees 
fit to apply for a rehearing before the 
state supreme court. 
That judicial 
body Wednesday handed down a de- 
cision affirming the decision made last 
fall by Judge Wrigley of the Whitley 
circuit court, in which he upheld the 
decision of the public service commis- 
son, ordering the two companies to 
be connected. 
This last step is one of 
several in a legal tangle, occups^ing the 
time from 1915 until the present. The 
action 
was 
started 
by the Whitley 
County 
Telephone 
company, 
which 
asked for an order from the public 
service iommission for physiial con- 
neition with the other company. Judge 
McCIure tried the case here as a mem- 
ber of the commission, and rendered 
the verdict that the companies should 
connect. 
The Farmers' Mutual com- 
pany took an appeal 
to 
the circuit 
court, asking that the order of the 
commission be set asise. Judge Wrig- 
ley took the evidence and confirmed 
the 
commission's 
order. 
Meantime

Just Torpedoed. 


London, May 26.—(Correspondence 
of the Aesociated Press.)—What hap- 
pens when a transport loaded 
with 
troops M Bdnk by a German subma- 
rine Is graphically told In the story 
of the sinking of the steamer Ballarat 
which was torpedoed April 25 while 
carrying Australian troops to England 
and sunk without the loss of a man. 
Drill, discipline and tradition counted. 
There were no heroics, fuss or panic, 
but considerable humor 
and 
much 
efficiency. 
As the vessel did not sink 
for four hours, there was ample time 
to save even the ship's pets and the 
soldiers' mascots. 


It was Anzac day and the officers 
were planning to 
hold a 
memorial 
•ervice. 
The commanding officer was 
dealing with a remanded case. "And 
what have you been doing?" he asked, 
when then came a dull crash, a sound 
that seemed as he said, "to lift the 
Bkin off your face," and the ship be- 
gan to take a list. 
The " a l a r m " waa 
Instantly sounded by the bugles, in- 
stantly followed by 
the 
"advance." 
Without confusion of any kind 
the 
men ih four minutes, fell in at their 
^oat stations. 
During the voyage they 
»%ad been 
told the stories 
of 
the 
Southland and Birkenhead, of the be- 
liavlor of the troops and men on these 
occasions. 
Those men who had used 
C o w e ^ and fluent parts of speech con- 
demning the previous boat drills now 
used equally literary expressions 
in 
praise of them. 


"It's all right, boys," a man called 
out, "the old man is on the bridge." 


"Don't sing too loud," said an officer 
laughing, 
"because I can't give 
or- 
ders." 
The order to "stand easy" was 
given out. 


The turn of the navy came now. The 
men knew instinctively that the navy 
would turn up. 
It turned up. 
De- 
stroyers and trawlers appeared 
like 
magic. 
There was a moderate sea, 
and the ship haviiig been struck near 
the propeller began settling down by 
the stern. 


While waiting for the boats to be 
lowered some of the men san^, some 
settled down to play cards, and most 
. of 
them smoked. 
The nurse.s 
re- 
mained with the medical staff until all 
the patients had been provided for, 
and the whole medical staff remained 
with the 
patients until 
they were 
safely placed in boats. 


Every pet was saved, with the ex- 
ception of some of the ship's cats, and 
cats, as Kipling says, prefer to walk 
alone. 
Over the side went Bill Anzac, 
an Australian parrot in a cage; a gray 
squirrel had the run of a raft; a- fox 
terrier and her puppies are now guests 
of the officers of a destroyer. 
And it 
was all done decently and in order. 


The bandmaster who waa wont to 
call upon his band to fall in by means 
of a certain call on his comet 
had 
saved that instrument and when the 
, men were in the boats they heard from 
a destroyer the old familiar 
comet 
sing out, and across the water came a 
great noise of laughter from all the 
boats because the little joke had struck 
home. 
The men had lost their ship, 
were miles from anywhere, in open 
boats, but they could see the humor 
of it. 


It wasn't exactly courage, because 
heaps of the men were in a funk; and 
it wasn't ejcactly bluff, because 
you 
can't put up a bluff in a sinking ship, 
and the sea looks awfully big when 
one can't see any land, and there's just 
a handful of officers running the job 
apd enough boats, and a fearful ig- 
norance of maritime geography.

citizenship. It is a mistake made By a lar^o 
percentage of aliens of all countriès coming 
here. The foreign-bopn, reaching America, 
are not tardy in taking the Ôrst step to be- 
come citizens. They want early enjoyment of 
their political rights and privileges. That is 
what those who come to remain have cqme to 
secure. The declaration invests them with the 
franchise. They settle down, make homes, 
rear families, prosper, become of consequence 
in their communities and vote right along. 
What they came to America to obtain appears 
to have be"en realized. Some of them forget 
and others never know that citizenship has

the plot thickens. Indiana coal operators 
hive suspended friendly relations with the 
government of the state of Indiana. There 
will be no good understanding, no amicable 
cd-Operation, no joint attempt to put the bus- 
inèiô of mining coal on any basis of recogni- 
tion that the consumer is a party to be consid- 
ered. 


There will be none of this, that is, save that- 
the state utilities board shall withdrâAV its re- 
cent report on the coal business or that the 
governor shall formally repudiate the report. 
The coal barons say that they have been done^ 
a foul mess of dirt by the utilities board. The 
board retorts that its report is founded upon 
ascertained facts and embodies demonstrated 
verities, and cannot be withdrawn, repudiated 
br even modified. And there you are. The 
coal situation in Indiana remains where it was, 
and except that Governor Goodrich prove able 
lo penetrate the obduracy of the barons or 
comes off the perch, there it will remain. 


At the conference held in Indianapolis, 
day, Governor Goodrich sought to ^et frovn 
the mining men acquiescence in somo sort of 
an understanding for fixed prices that should 
leave the operators a reasonable profit, placo 
coal within the reach of consumers, give 
vonchsafement of supplies and in general 
stabilize the situation. He hinted strongly at 
the possibility if not the imminence of federal 
control. He expressed his exceeding reluctance 
to resoift to a special session of the legislature 
to take hold of the coal situation. He begged 
and admonished, but he did not get much of 
anywhere. The magnates refused to join in 
with any purpose of relief until either the 
utilities board should have eaten its own 
vomit or the governor should have repudiated 
its report, discredited its work and put its 
igood faith to question. 


In that deadlocked state the conference 
broke up. The word is that a member of the 
; federal trade commission is already in the 
state to make an inquiry. That is at least an 
indication that the situation has been noted in 
¡Washington—though notations and attentions 
^ 
Washington do not as a rule bear much 
(threat of any disturbance of the regular order 
0f things. 


Meanwhile, it will be well for the mine men 
^o- keep in mind that the people must next 
swinter have fuel, that industry and public 
utilities must have fuel unceasingly, that the 
nation is at war, that many drastic things 
might be undertaken now that would not be 
thought of in normal times, that public for- 
bearance might cease to be a virtue and that 
public stupidity might suddenly discover it- 
self and resolve not to be stupidity any long- 
There are a lot of things that might hap- 


ized, until some such incident as becoming a 
candidate for office or seeing a passport for 
a visit to their native land brings out the fact 
of incomplete citizenship. The war in Europe 
reminded a good many of the disabilities of 
their American citizenship. The entrance of 
the United States into the war has caused a 
veritable stampede to tiie courts to have natur- 
alization completed. 


Under certain described circumstances citi- 
zens of German birth are put under Some stress 
of inconvenience and even hardship by the 
fact that never having been naturalized they 
are "alien enemies" under the law, though 
men of high repute in their communities, of 
'long-approved good citizenship and of an in- 
disputable loyalty that no one will hesitate to 
vouch for. Such as may be caught by circum- 
stances in the "alien enemy" law need have 
no misgiving. They are not in any wise stig- 
natized by that fact. No reflection is cast, no 
suspicion created, no feeling against them en- 
gendered, The way is provided for them to 
establish their standing and to obtain im- 
munity from any further annoyance by the 
law. 


Almost without exception in Fort Wayne 
those touched by this law are such as have neg- 
lected to complete their American citizenship 
by the final act of naturalization. Those who 
had not done that are about it now, just as 
are great numbers of the alien-born of other 
nationalities that have been similarly ignorant 
or negligent of the legal processes of com- 
plete naturalization and full citizenship. 


The matter just now uppermost in import- 
ance is that these good citizens that have 
come under technical designation as "alien 
enemies" be relieved at the earliest possible 
moment of all annoyance and inconvenience 
that have come upon them as the result of the 
law. Except that there be an extension of the 
time, which expires tomorrow, it is doubtful 
tliat all who are affected shall be able to get 
tlic permits by which they are assured un- 
molested residence in their wonted places. At- 
torney Harry W. Muller, who has been depu- 
tized to have charge of this work in Fort 
AVayne, is greatly in need of help at the fed- 
eral building in order to dispatch the labor as 
rapidly as should be. Volunteers who are 
qualified to assist him Avill be welcome. It is 
a good opportunity to render a valuable serv- 
ice not only to the government but to your 
neighbors and friends now borne upon by a 
law that puts them under inconvenience and 
may work upon them hardship so extreme even 
in some instances as to drive them from homes 
that they own and have long occupied. Thi:s 
service is most greatly needed and those who 
can render it ought not to hesitate.

We are compelled to omit a consider- 
ation of that dark, despicable trial in 
Pilate's Judgment hall. Pilate's weak- 
kneed subservience to custom and the 
cry of the politician is one of the black- 
est pages in history. His scourging of 
the man whom he, himself, declared 
innocent, is practically without paral- 
lel. After the mocking and the scourg- 
ing, Pilate said unto the people, Be- 
hold the man" (v. 5), and later in sar- 
casm he said to the same people, "Be- 
hold your king" (v. 14). 
Teachers 
should emphasize at the beginning and 
all through this lesson that Jesus 
suffered and died for the sins of all 
men, ours as well as those of his own 
day. 


i. The Crucifixion of Jesus (w. 


16-22). It was about nine o'clock in 
the morning when Pilate gave his infa- 
mous order that Jesus should be cru- 
cified. It was Indeed a sorrowful pro- 
cession which moved Itself along the 
"Via Dolorosa" (the Sorrowful Way), 
consisting of the Roman soldiers, the 
tottering, physically exhausted man of 
Galilee, and, Luke adds, "sorrowing 
women." They took him to the place 
of a skull, a hill about sixty feet high, 
at the foot of which was the rock« 
hewn sepulcher in which his body was 
later laid. The place was called in 
Hebrew "Golgotha," the Aramaic for 
skull. Calvary is the Latin for the 
same. 
On either side of him were 
crucified the robbers, which was an 
evident effort to add to his shame as 
well as a salutary warning to the Pass- 
over pilgrims. Over the cross Pilate 
wrote a title on a wooden tablet. Fol- 
lowing the usual custom, this was 
nailed at the head of Jesus, setting 
forth his crime. The words it bore 
were, "Jesus of Nazareth, King of the 
Jews," as though Pilate would take 
malicious revenge upon the mob which 
had made him perform a deed he had 
sought to avoid. Literally this sign 
meant "This man is the kindliest of 
all Jews, and see what they have done 
to him." In response to Pilate's ques- 
tioning, Jesus said, "I am the King of 
the Jews." Pilate knew that he was 
innocent, and sought to let him go free, 
but, rather than incur the hatred of the 
Jewish authorities, he yielded to their 
demand for his blood, and became a 
party to the murder of the Son of God. 
Men today take a part in his cruci- 
fixion rather than surrender wholly 
to him, and pay the price of open con- 
fession- "They crucified him." How 
j these words laid the pride of men in 
, the dust. Human nature is the same 
: today as it was two thousand years 
I ago when the world's bitterest hate 
; was wreaked not upon a bad man but 
; upon the best man, the perfect man, 
j the God-man. 
The pain Jesus suf- 
' fered on Calvary was no imagination, 
i He suffered it all for us (Isa. 53:6), 
but the physical suCiering was not the 
most severe agony he bore (Ps. 69:20; 
i Mntt. 27:46). The crucifixion of Jesus 
was part of the eternal purposes of 
God's love and redemption. 


II. The World's Darkest Hour ( w . 
23-30). Each of the Gospel writers re- 
fers to the part the soldiers took in 
casting lots for his garments. 
They 
were 
unconsciously 
fulfilling the 
prophecy of Psalm 22:18, and it was 
from their number that one of the su- 
preme testimonies to the character of 
Christ came (See Matt. 27:54). The 
first throe evangelists tell us of the 
throng of pilgrims who passed along 
the highway from the north, close at 
hand, and who wagged their heads in 
Imitation and mockery of the agony 
of the one who was. being crucified. 
But there were others who were spec- 
tators of this event, a group of Christ 
lovers (v. 25). 


"It is finished." These are remark- 
able words. He had finished his suf- 
fering ; he had finished that for which 
he cnrae into the world when he be- 
gan his ministry; he had finished the 
mission for which his father had sent 
him Into the world; he had finished 
and fulfilled the prophecies concern- 
ing his suffering and death; he had 
completed the work of the redemption; 
the atonement was fnlshed, and Sa- 
tan's po'-ver was finished; the Mosaic 
law was finished as far as its claims 
upon the believer 
were 
concerned 
(Rom. 10:4; Col. 2:13; Eph. 2:15 and 
16). Outwardly It seemed to be Sa- 
tan's supreme hour. It was the world's 
darkest hour. 


The seven last words. These would 
be an interesting study for any class. 
(1) "Father forgive them for they 
know not what they do;" (2) "Today 
thou Shalt be with me in Paradise." 


(3) "Woman, behold thy son; (4) "My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?" (5) "I thirst;" (6) "It Is fin- 
ished;" (7) "Father Into thy hands 1 
commit my spirit." Christ had power 
to lay down his life. He had power to 
take it up again, but he laid It down, 
submitting to a burial in the tomb. 
At that moment note the effect npon 
the malefactor, upon the centurion, ap- 
on the elements of cloud and sky, up- 
on the veil of the temple, upon the 
people and upon his friends. What Is 
the effect of this story upon yourself, 
teachers, and upon those who are lig- 
tezilng to your Instruction?

Every recount of the city conscrip- 
tion cards has "orought a shrinking of 
the totals. 
It is thousht that the ex- 
act number of the youne men regis- 
tered in Fort "Wayne is 6,946. 


This total, which is nearly 1,000 less 
than the first count revealed, brings 
the number regi.stered in Allen county 
below 10,000. 
The sum of those reg- 
istered for draft outside of Fort Wayne 
is set at 2,440. 
For the county the to- 
tal is about 9,386. 


None of the city figures are held to 
be quite sure, due to slight misunder- 
standings in prepai-ing the initial count. 
W h e n certain items are followed out 
and totaled the i-esult is found to be 
different 
from 
other 
totals 
which 
should tally. 
Mayor \V. J. Hosey and 
the clerks in the park board office, by 
the aid of an adding machine are en- 
deavoring to straighten out each item. 


Golden Age. 


There are more men in Fort Wayne 
v/ho are twenty-seven years old than 
are there for any other age between 
twenty-one and thirty years, the con- 
scription figures show. 
There are less 
of the conscriptable young men who 
are twenty-three years old than have 
arrived at the age of any of the other 
figures. 


There are 775 men who are twenty- 
seven years old and 628 who are twen- 
ty-three. 
The difference is 159. There 
are seventy-seven more men who are 
thirty than there are wlio are twenty- 
one. 
The numbers are: 
Thirty years 
old, 721; twenty-one, 644. 


Bad 
Feature. 


There are more dependent relatives 
connected with the conscriptable n^on 
of twenty-seven years than any of the 
other ages over the nine year 
sweep 
from majority to thirty years. 
Tlie 
775 men who are twenty-seven ye.irs 
old have signed for dependent 
rela- 
tives in 553 cases. 
On a varying scale 
it is estimated that they are supporti i 
1,659 relatives. 


Twenty-one is the age when depend- 
ent relatives are fewest. 
Only about a 
third of the young men who v/ere jnst 
over the conscription line signed for 
dependents. 
The figures are 644 men 
and 231 cases of dependent relatives 
given. 
In many cases the youngest of 
the draft subjects could give no occu- 
pation when asked what engaged their 
time.

Scarcity of Help Hinders 
Building Operations to 
a Great Extent. 


C A T H E R I N E - 


Scarcity of m e n is the newest scare. 
Fort Wayne contractors and 
other 
business men who require male help to 
conduct their work are sending out a 
cry for help in every direction. 


Several contractors in soliciting the 
aid of employment Dureaus have stated 
that they are willing to pay the men al 
the close of each day's work if they 
would only come out and help. 


Those who are forced to hire men to 
help them in their work are also stat- 
ing that men are wanted even though 
they will only work an hour. One m a n 
said: 
"Send them over to m e if they 
will only give a half hour's work." 


This cry is not only coming from one 
source but is coming f r o m every place. 
The situation at the present time is 
alarming say many employers. 
Con- 
tractors .state that the scarcity of labor 
is hindering the speed of building op- 
erations to a serious extent. 


Contractors also point out that an- 
other reason why men are wanted GO 
badly in building work is t h a t every 
day that the contractoi's are kept f r o m 
beginning on new jobs they are losing 
money because material keeps rising 
each day. 


"Send Girls" Says One. 


The Fort Wayne branch of the free 
employment office is the

that help is solicited to find men to 
work. 
Friday morning a contractor 
whose name was not given out, stated 
that he needed men so badly that he 
would be willing to pay almost any 
price.

Urgent Plea Made for the 
Services of American 
Medical Men. 
AMERICAN ARMY 


SHOULD HAVE MANY 
Surgeon General of British 
Army Gives Good 
Counsel. 


London, 
May 
28.—correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—An urgent 
plea for an adequate supply of doctors 
for the American a r m y was made to- 
day by Sir Alfred Keogh, surgeon-gen- 
eral of the British army, in an inter- 
view in which he discussed the im- 
portant part played by the 
medical 
profession in the composition of the 
gigantic military forces of today. 


As the m a n who organized the med- 
ical service of the British a r m y of five 
million soldiers. Sir Alfred is quali- 
fied to speak as an expert. 
Incident- 
ally, he also showed, by turning To 
base ball for his analogies, that he un- 
derstands the great American national 
game. 


Army Idke Base Ball Team. 


"The new American army," he said, 
"should take the field as thoroughly 
prepared as a 
first 
class base ball 
team. 
To do this it must have suffi- 
cient doctors to keep the men In con- 
dition. 
A good ball team always car- 
ries a physician about with it. 
There- 
fore, if you want to know the most 
vital need of a modern army, I tell you 
it is doctors, doctors, doctors, doctors. 


"Doctors 
are 
as necessary in 
an 
a r m y as pinch hitters in the 
great 
American pastime. 
They are there to 
repair the damage and revive the sick 
and wounded, just as the star players 
oftimes pull the rest of the team to- 
gether. 
Doctors are a necessary link 
In the organization. 
Without 
them 
and plenty of them you have no team 
work." 


He Knows Our Game. 


Sir Alfred became acquainted with 
base ball during his visits to the Unit- 
ed States before the war, when he at- 
tended the mt-etings in Washington of 
a r m y 
surgeons 
from 
all 
over 
the 
world. 
The efficiency displayed 
by 
the clubs In the t)lg leagues made a 
tremendous Impression on him. 
"It 
was," Sir Alfred added, "typical of the 
efficiency of the American people and 
I said then and there If the Americans 
ever become Involved in a great war 
they would come right up to scratch." 


Sir Alfred stopped In the middle of 
a letter he was writing to Surgeon Gen- 
eral Gorgas of the United States a r m y 
to be interviewed. 
He was 
writing 
to the m a n of P a n a m a canal f a m e re- 
garding the medical units which are 
being dispatched f r o m America to the 
western battle front. 
It was but addi- 
tional evidence of the close operation 
that has been kept up for many months 
between the medical branches of the 
British and American armies. 


High Praise for Mcdicul Corps. 
"There is no better medical corps in 
the world 
than 
t h a t 
of the United 
States," General Keogh added, 
"and 
you may be sure that the authorities 
are fully alive to the need for expan- 
sion to keep pace with the growing 
army. 
But it is hard to m a k e the lay- 
man 
understand 
this. 
He 
usually 
takes into account only the 
strictly 
military aspect of the soldier, such as 
his training and equipment. 
He does 
not realize that to m a k e the soldier 
prepared 
in the strict sense of 
the 
word, the medical and supply depart- 
ments must not be overlooked. 


"That is one Important task before 
the United States authorities, namely 
to m a k e the ordinary citizen 
under- 
stand the importance of medical men 
and medical supplies. 
Just how many 
doctors will be required for the Amer- 
ican army is difficult to say because 
that Is always determined by circum- 
stances. 


Suggests 10,000 Doctors. 


"We have 12,000 doctors for 
our 
a r m y of 5,000,000. 
Without knowing 
the proposed strength 
of 
the 
new 
army, I should say that 10,000 physi- 
cians would be a comfortable margin. 
To enlist, train and equip that number 
will require as much time as it does to 
put an equal number of troops in the 
field, so that you can see w h a t a big 
task it involves. 
The need for prepar- 
edness is just as Important in the medi- 
cal branch as in other departments of 
an army. 


"Supplies, too, are important. 
Huge 
resources are all important. 
We found 
that a modern a r m y cannot have too 
large a stock for the wounded 
and 
sick. 
Base or general hospitals as we 
call them,' are Just as necessary. 
We 
expect great things f r o m America in 
these matters. 
She has profited by 
our experiences in nearly three years 
of modern warfare and this country 
with her own natural gifts for adapta- 
bility for efficiency caused her to put 
into the field the best medical service 
the world has ever seen."

Koritza, Albania, May 24.— (Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.)— 
Á new flag, the flag of the new "Re- 
public of Skipetars," has made its ap- 
pearance among the standards of the 
entente allies along 
the Albanian- 
Macedonian front. It is the old stan- 
dard of the Scandenbergs. of red, with 
a black two-headed eagle and the little 
army of 750 men of the Republic of 
the Skipetars, composed of six com- 
panies, are fighting under it at the 
front by the side of the Senegalese 
and colonial cavalry, that 
compose 
the French occupying force in this 
distHc^ 
The new banner already has 
received its baptism of blood. 
Five 
hundred men of the 
new republic 
aided the French to repulse a sharp 
attack by Albanian tribes co-operat- 
ing with the Austrian regular troops 
at Moscopol. 


Thus far the new republic includes 
only the city of Koritza with a popu- 
lation of 38,000 and the siiVrounding 
region, comprising altogether 
about 
90,000 inhabitants. 
It is located in 
that part of Albania 
in which the 
longing for liberty and tranquility ha3 
been most developed through repeated 
pillaging by neighboring 
Albanians 
and 
continual 
oppression 
by 
for- 
eigners. 


The Albanians, accustomed to sum- 
Í mary and primitive means of admin- 
j istration and Justice, are taking to re- 
' publican ideas and the parliamentai-y 
I regime, and considerable unsuspected 
oratorie&l talent has been discovered 
in this land where powder only has 
i talked heretofore. 
¡ 
The idea of forming the Skipetar 
republic is due to Colonel Descolne, 
commanding- the French forces sta- 
tioned here. 
When he assumed com- 
mand of the post he called all the 
notables of the town together and 
talked to them in this vein: 


"Skipetars, my friends, until De- 
cember, 1912, you suffered under Tur- 
kish regime; in May, 1918, it was the 
Greek army that mistreated you; then 
until March, 1914, you became famil- 
iar with the inconveniences of Greek 
civil administration; in July, 1914, it 
was the noxious buffoonery of Prince 
'de Wied that/was imposed upon you; 
in December, 10 Ig, it was again the 
Greek military occupation; in Octo- 
ber, 1916, it was the Greek royalist 
civil administration, and in Novem- 
ber, 1916, thé Venezelist, followed in 
December by the French military oc- 
cupation with Greejc civil authorities. 
You ought to have enough of all these 
experiments, and I have a very simple 
suggestion to 
make to you. 
Why 
don't you govern yourselves? 
You 
are Albanians. 
Be Albanians, then, 
and nothing else. 
Ceáse all intrigues 
and occupy yourselves with yopr own 
self-government. 
French troops are 
here to defend the territory, that's all. 
Be honest men, I'll be the gendarme,"

PAUL CHARLTON DEAD. 


EVither of Porter Charlton Made Great 


Effort for Son. 
• San Juan, P. R.. 
June 
8.—Paul 
Charlton, former United States dis- 
trict judge for Porto Rico, died yes- 
terday at Juana Diaz. Death followed 
an operation for carbuncle. 
He was 
the father of Porter Charlton, who, 
in 1910, killed his wife in a villa on 
Lake Como, Italy, where they were on 
their honeymoon, and who was re- 
leased from prison In 1915 and re- 
turned to the United States. 


Paul Charlton was born In Harris- 
burg, Pa., in 1856. He was graduated 
from Yale in 1878, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1882. 
In a long legal 
battle which followed the killing of 
Mrs. Porter Charlton, Judge Charlton 
worked indefatigably to save his son. 


who had been arrested on his return 
to the United States, from being ex- 
tradited to Italy for trial. 
He lost his 
fight, however, and in the fall of 1913 
Porter Charlton was sent back from 
New York. Charlton was sentenced to 
six years and eight months' imprison- 
ment, but as he had been under ar- 
rest for more than five years, and the 
king of Italy by 
royal decree had 
taken one year off his sentence, he 
actually served only twenty-nine days. 


Declaring that he was going back 
to the trenches to rest, an American 
who had been wounded three times 
while serving in Europe with the Ca- 
nadian forces 
and who 
had been 
decorated for gallantry in action, left 
the reserve officers' training camp at 
Plattsburg the other day, after' look- 
ing at the training schedule.

London, June 8.—§:10 a. m.—Pershing 
and his party arrived early tliis morning 
at a port in Great Britain. 


The American general and his party 
were received by the officers of the port, 
and the general commanding the district. 
They were escorted »rom the dock by a 
band and a guard of honor. 


Gen. Pershing arrived in London this 
afternoon. He Avas welcomed by Walter 
Hines Page, the American 
ambassador; 
Lord Derby, secretary of state for war; 
Viscount French, commanding the British 
home forces, and other officers, inchid- 
ing Lord Brooke, who will be attached 
to Gen. Pershing's staff during his stay 
in England. 


HAS BIG TASK IN FRANCE. 


Paris, June 8.—5:15 a. m.—Gen. Persh- 
ing's task in France was described as a 
most arduous one by Col. Fabry, in an in- 
terview with a representative of the Petit 
Parisien. Col. Fabry said: "It is not an 
expeditionary corps that will be sent from 
the United States but a veritable army, 
which will be increasingly swelled by 
fresh contingents, and is destined to oc- 
cupy an. ever increasing front."

Washington,

eral Pershing, whose safe arrival in 
England is recorded in the foregoing 
dispatch, has with him 198 officers, en- 
listed men and other attaches.

papers.

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together to understand t h e result of 
Tuesday night's work. T h e first group 
taken before the bombardment, shows 
the town in panoramic squares. 
With 
a small reading glass it is easy even 
for an untrained eye to distinguish t h e 
essential features of docks, factories 
and harbor works in their normal con- 
dition and to trabe railroad 
tracks, 
streets and store yards. 


Much Damage Evident. 


A second group of plates shows Os- 
tend a f t e r the bombardment. 
At first 
sight t h e pictures a r e disappointing. 
Taken f r o m airplanes a mile or more 
above the town, the pictures show no 
great general devastation. 
T h e work 
of a hundred or two heavy projectiles, 
such as used by t h e British monitors, 
does not impress itself heavily on a 
landscape like the work of a n earth- 
quake. 
But when one gets down to 
careful comparison with the pictures 
taken before the bombardment there 
are some striking changes here a n d 
there which grow in importance as 
they a r e studied under a magnifying 
glass. 


First of all, there is the harboi-. One 
is immediately 
struck 
by a 
slight 
change in the appearance of t h e great 
lock gates on which all the activity of 
the harbor depends. 
These gates a r e 
100 feet long and twenty feet high and 
they seem somehow to have lost a little 
of 
their 
rectilinear 
character 
over 
night. 
The' magnifying glass reveals 
some of t h e reasons for this change. 
The breaking down of the locks pre- 
vents the retention of water in t h e 
basin and the canals which feed it, in- 
capacitating the entire port machinery. 
Equally effective in crippling the h a r - 
bor Is a hit on the operating machin- 
ery, j a m m i n g the locks so that ingress 
or egress is impossible until elaborate 
repairs are made. 


Vessels Missing or Damaged. 


The plates taken t h e day before the 
bombardment show a n u m b e r of ships 
at anchor or tied u p in the inner basin. 
In the succeeding plates some of the 
ships have disappeared and others a r e 
apparently half submerged. 
The long 
wharf looks like a caricature of its 
former self and two or three buildings 
in the dockyards whose usefulness w a s 
Indicated in t h e early pictures by the 
presence of new additions or altera- 
tions, have suffered badly. 


The picture confirms the statement

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At a meeting of four committees held Thursday afternoon in the federal building for the purpose of organizing the force taking the registration of the alien enemies, definite plans were made for coping with the 
5 Ixng« task of issuing permits to the several hundred citizens of German ancestry residing in Fort Wayne, and Special Deputy United States parshal Muller issued the following bulletin:

"In the city of Fort Wayne, there shall hereafter be two (2) prohibited zones, designated as Zone "A" and Zone "B." The boundary lines of these zones are those designated on the above map. 
Boundary lines do 


I tio^indude the street upon which they are drawn. The street along which a boundary line runs shall be considered as outside of the zone. This map is official. 
^ 
"Travel is permitted on common carriers without permits. A street car is a common carrier as is also a steam railroad. This means that an alien enemy may travel through prohibited zones on a street car or on 


h Uteam train, so long as he does not alight within the prohibited zones. 
> 
'This means that practically every alien enemy in the city should have a permit in order to go about his daily and usual life. The law so far does not give us permission to grant permits thus freely. If in doubt

Eat English Sparrows and 
Help Save the Grain 
Says Uncle Sam. 


Washington, D. C., June 
8.—Eat 
English sparrows and save the grain 
crop. 


Fifty sparrows eat the equivalent of 
a quart of wheat per day. There have 
been many guesses as to the amount 
of grain consumed by English spar- 
rows, but whether it is millions, or bil- 
lions of bushels, the loss is' serious— 
and the sparrow is good to eat. 


The Germans are paying 15 cents 
apiece for them. 


Ned Dearborn, expert biologist, on 
the trail of the sparrow nuisance for 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, says: 


"In most localities in the United 
States English sparrows are a pest. 
There is therefore no reason why the 
birds should not be utilized for food 
in this cuntry, as they have been in 
the old world for centuries. 


"Their flesh is palatable, and though 
their bodies are small, their numbers 
fully compensate for their lack of size. 


"Birds can be trapped 
and kept 
alive in large outdoor cages, sheltered 
from storms and cold 
winds, until 
wanted for the table. 
It is unprofit- 
able to keep them long, however. 


"Clean water, bread, oats, wheat, 
bran or cornmeal mush will keep them 
in good condition. 


"To kill mercifully a trapped' spar- 
row, place the thumb nail at the base 
of its skull and dislocate its neck by 
hard, quick pressure. 


"To dress it, cut off the legs, the 
wings at the outer Joint, and the neck 
close to the body, strip off the skin, 
beginning at the neck, make a cut 
through the body wall extending along 
the back bone till the ribs are severed, 
then around between the legs to the 
tail, and remove the viscera. 


"If sparrows are to be broiled, save 
only breasts, as this method of cook- 
ing so shrivels and parches the lesser 
parts as to render them worthless. 


"Sparrows may be cooked by any 
of the methods employed for reed 
birds or quail." 


The 
department 
of 
agriculture 
recommends 
the trap 
as the 
best 
method of extermination. 
Its farm- 
ers' bulletin No. 493 will be sent free 
to any one writing for It. 


The verdict of biological 
experts 
against the English sparrow Is unani- 
mous. 
He Is as big a thief and para- 
site as the rat, and when driven to eat 
bugs at all he consumes only those 
harmless to crops.

WD l i K CENSOR 


Rome. June 8.—^The Italian censor's 
office has been baffled for two years 
in an effort to discover the meaning 
of little groups of letters and dashes, 
such as "axyz-wtv" and so on, which 
appear at the ends of news items sent 
out by the Associated Press In New 
York and remalled from there to the 
Associated Press correspondents from 
whom, the Items came. 
These marks 
are the Initials of the writer, editor, 
or manlfolder of the item, but appar- 
ently the employes of the censor's bu- 
reau suspected they conveyed some 
mystic meaning for when received by 
the correspodent here, they have often 
been cut out of the pages, or carefully 
obliterated with ink or, sometimes, the 
entire batch of mail Is withheld for 
two or three months at a time. 


The latter is the favorite method 
pursued by the censor's office for pre- 
venting information of a harmful na- 
ture from being disseminated. 
It Is 
not unusual for news cables or busi- 
ness dispatches of a nature seemingly 
suspicious to be quietly forwarded a 
week or so after the sender has for- 
gotten having filed them. 


On the whole, however, from an 
American point of view, there has been 
little complaint regarding either cables 
of mails, considering the activity of 
spies In Italy. 
Most of the complaints 
are made editorially by Italian news- 
papers which, when news is dull, print 
long tirades declaring that the censor 
is suppressing interesting news.

IN SPITE OF U-BOATS. 


The Hague, Netherlands, June 8.— 
Dutch shipping companies enjoyed a 
year of the greatest prosperity in 1916.

Washington, D. C., June 8.—^There 
are approximately 350,000,000 
acres 
of idle land in United States farms, 
according to 
latest census 
figures, 
those taken In 1910, 


Less than three-flfths of the land 
In farms is improved. In 1910 a little 
over half, the land in farms in the 
United States was improved—478,451- 
750 acres out of a total of 878,798.325 
acres. 


This is how private ownership of 
land for speculative purposes results 
in land being held out of use. 


It is one 
cause of 
present high 
prices of foodstuffs and the difficulty 
of raising enough food to meet the 
needs of the nations warring to put 
down German autocracy. 


How to get this land into use is one 
of the government's 
war problems. 
There is no use plowing up lawns and 
tennis courts when half the best farm 
lands are untilled. 


Why not tax them into use? 
This 
thought occurred , to some 
members of congress looking for ways 
j to raise war revenue. The speculative 
I value of unused land is a fine untapped 
source of revenue, and the effect of 
such taxes, unlike taxes on industry 
and improvements, would be to stimu- 
late production rather than discour- 
age it. 


More food 
would be 
raised, the 
farmer would get better prices, be- 
cause the speculator would get less 
in rent and holding price, and the con- 
sumer would get food cheaper. 


All this has been urged on the sen- 
ate -finance committee which is mull- 
ing over the revenue act. A commit- 
tee has been formed to help work out 
the food 
and land 
problem 
with 
Charles H. Ingersoll (of watch fame) 
at its head and containing such men 
as Frederic 
C. Howe, 
immigration 
commissioner; 
John 
J. Hopper, of 
New York; Stiles P. Jones, Minnesota; 
Lucius F. 
C. Garvin, 
ex-governor, 
Rhode Island; J. J. Pastoriza, Texas; 
C. B. Kegley, Washington state. 


It is urged that a tax of this char- 
acter would produce large revenue and 
cheapen necessities, and tend to check 
the tendency of farm lands to drift ' 
into monopoly. 
Nineteen per cent of 
the farm land in the United States, 
about 170,000,000 acres, was in 1910 . 
in tracts of a thousand acres or over 
and 9% per cent was in tracts of 500 
to 999 acres, about 85,000,000 acres, 
a total of approximately 
255,000,000 
acres. 


The United States commission on 
industrial i-elations reported: 


"More than four-fifths of the area 
of the large holdings is being kept out 
of actual use by their 50,000 owners 
while 2,250,000.farmers are struggling 
for a bare existence on farms of less 
than 50 acres." 


All of which results in high rents 
as well as high priced land. 
In 1916 
the department of agriculture report- 
ed the average value per acre of farm 
lands, exclusive of improvements, was 
in north 
Atlantic states 
$36.71; in 
south Atlantic, $23.79; in north cen- 
tral east of the Mississippi, 
$74.95; 
nor central, west of the Mississippi, 
$59.68; north central. $24.09, and far 
western, $58.40; for the United States 
as a whole, $45.55. 


By the same authority It is esti- 
mated the average value of a farm, 
with its land and building alone, is 
$7,121. 


It is true there are nearly 280,000,- 
000 acres of free public land, but most 
of it is arid or rocky, not available for 
farming 
without 
outlay 
of 
large 
capital. 


Five per cent charged as ground 
rent for farm 
land of the United 
States at present census value would 
amount to $2,105,000,000. 


The present tax rate on land value 
does not average over 
per cent. 


Including tax levied 
by direct tax, 
state and local, and amounts to only 
about $425,000,000 a year. 


War taxes this year will approxi- 
mate $25 per capita or $150 for a 
family of six, while in many states 
local income tax will make the indi- 
vidual burden greater. 


So long as capital can find refuge 
in land investment with a prospect of 
doubling 
the investment 
every ten 
years wealth is escaping Its share of 
the war burden and all forms of pro- 
ductive activity are 
being 
discour- 
aged.

TO GET INTO SHAPE BEFORE LEARNING TO BOX.

There is no physical training that can 
compare with boxing ior development of 
the body. To be a goodl boxer, every organ 
and muscle must be in good shape. 


Some sports are tieneflcial to certain 
parts of the body. 
In baseball you have 
an opportunity to exercise the arms and 
legs; in football the legs alone are taxed. 


Basketball is even better than baseball 
and football for development of the body. 


Boxing offers you all that there Is in 
baseball, basketball and football and then 
some. 


The requirements of a good boxer ex- 
ceed the requirements of other sports. 
To 
get in proper shape to go through even a 
four-round boxing contest with an oppon- 
ent who has even a fair knowledge of the 
game, you must be in good trim. 


A powerful punch will not accomplish 
the desired result if you have not the other 
qualifications. 
You must 
have 
speed, 
courage, wind and endurance in order to 
be able to go through even four rounds of 
boxing. 


I have seen youngsters breaking into the 
boxing game, start oft at a fine pace and 
look very promising for a round or two, 
then collapse from their own efforts. 


They did not have the w^ind and stamina 
required for even four rounds of boxing. 
They were mislaji by their performanoes 
in the gymnasi*») where boxing always 
looks so easy. 
But it Is Avhen they get 
into the squared circle they realize all 
their weaknesses. 


Therefore the first step for any young 
man who contemplates getting into the 
boxing game is to adopt systematic exer- 
cise, to put every part of his body in fine 
trim. 


Before taking up serious boxing work, 
the novice must be accustomed to walk 
four or five miles a day. Before breakfast 
and before going to bed at night he ought 
to take twenty minute «ucercise with a 
pair of light dumbbells. Cafe in eating and 
drinking is necessary. 


Regular habitus 
and plenty of 
sleep, 
proper bathing and elimination of tobacco 
and alcohol are the prime e.ssentials.

Diary of French Soldier in 
the Champagne is In- 
teresting. 


French 
Front, 
May 
22.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press. 
Two 
pages from 
the diary 
of a 
French soldier who was a member of 
an infantry unit during the attack on 
the German 
lines In 
Champagne, 
which began on April 16, this year, 
will serve to demonstrate the feeling 
of confidence of the French troops in 
their power to beat the Germans. The 
extract reads: 


"4.45 a. m.—A pale^ light whitens 
slightly the sky heavy with 
clouds. 
Since yesterday evening at 8 o'clock 
cannon hpve thundered uninterrupted- 
ly, the sound resembling the rolling 
of a giant drum. 
All night wind and 
rain. 
A shower has just stopped. The 
communication trench is full of water 
and we sink 
into mud up 
to tho 
ankles. 


"5:30 a. m.—At the colonel's post. 
He chats with his adjutant and two 
captains, cheerful smiling young men, 
already wearing their steel 
helmets, 
their belts and equipment, with iron- 
shod walking sticks in their hands, 
ready to start. 
Outside the day breaks 
until little by 
little the 
wan light 
spreads over the gray plain. 
The two 
captains leave to join their companies 
after taking leave of the colonel, who 
shakes hands with them, 
remarking, 
"All right. 
Go on. 
I will join you out 
there.' 


"5:45 a. m.—In 
the 
jumping-ofC 
parallel. 
In the growing light the men 
are stooping in the mud at the bottom 
of the trench, or leaning with their 
backs against the sides. 
Some 
are 
sleeping with their helmets 
drawn 
over their faces. 
Others calmly smoko 
cigarettes. 
Many of them are young 
sters and their 
bronzed 
faces 
look 
quote boyish while they sleep. 
Two 
of them, in order to be warmer, cuddle 
up together. 


"5:55 a. m.—Everybody 
is afoot 
rifles in hands, with bayonets 
fixed 
Buckles are tightened and haversacks 
adjusted. 


"Far 
away 
the 
sky 
clears 
and 
orange rays pierce the clouds, which 
have turned to péarl-gray. In Spite of 
the incessant roar of the cannon, 
nightingale is singing just in front. 


"The plain in front of us gradually 
loses itself in the mist out of which 
flash 
from all points fugitivé ñames 
caused by the bursting of shells. 


"6:00 a. m.—'Forward!' 
Noiseless- 
ly, without a whisper, the men clamber 
out of the trench onto the plain. The 
first out assist their comrades by giv- 
ing them their rifle butts to hold to 
Then at a quick pace they advance 
with their bayonets pointed 
toward 
the 
boche trenches. 
There is 
no 
shouting, not even of words of com- 
mand. 
In small groups widely sepa- 
rated they go on without a shade of 
hesitation. 
Each man knows where 
he is to go to and makes directly for 
his object. 


The machine guns crackle, bullets 
whistle by, shells burst around with a 
terrible tearing sound, emitting black 
smoke from which screeching frag- 
ments of steel hurtle through the air. 
But the waves of men always advance, 
not stopping even when 
they come 
across batches of barbed 
wire 
en- 
tanglements which 
have not 
been 
broken up by the French 
artillery. 
These they go round and take up their 
alignment on the other side. 
Then 
they disappear from view. 


6:30 a. m.—^The first woUnded men 
begin to arrive and at the same time

prisoners, 
gaunt and

The formal welcome to the Americans 


on the landing stage was a stirring scene. 
A guard of honor composed of royal 
Welsh fusiliers WM drawn up at the land- 


ing with a regimental band. After Gen. 
Pershing had been introduced to the mili- 
tary officer in command of the port he in- 
spected the guard of honor while the band 
played "The Star Spangled Banner." 
Gen. Pershing said to the Associated 
Press: 


"The trip has been delightful, particu-

on June 1 conditions. That compares 
with 640,000,000 harvested last year 
and 806,000,000 bushels the average 
crop for 1911-'15. 
Improved weather conditions during 


May increased prospects 
of winter 


wheat and indicated a crop of 373,000,- 
000 bushels. The crop began this 
spring under adverse conditions, 12,- 
437,000 acres having to be abandoned 
because of the severe winter and other 
causes. April 1 conditions indicated 
a production of 430,000,000 bushels 
but during this month growing con- 
ditions were so poor that the May 1 
forecast was reduced to 366,116,001) 
bushels.

American Red Cross War fund, in his 
address before chairmen of the Red 
Cross chapters of northern Indiana, 
in the meeting at the Commercial club 
Friday afternoon. 


The chairmen met for Instructions 


as to the conducting of the Red Cross 
campaign, which will be carried on 
during Red Cross week, June 18 to 
25, and during which time $100,000,- 
000 is to be raised 
throughout the 


country at the request of President 
Wilson. Of the entire fund. Indiana is 
to raise $1,500,000 and Allen county 
$80,000, instead of from $40,000 to 
$50,000, as was first understood. 


Big Contributions Expected. 


Although this seems like a large 


sum of money, Mr. Withrow threw this 
light on It. 
"This is expected—that 


men of large resources will support 
this cause in a way that they have 
never supported anything before." 


The money is to be used for three 


things: First, preparation for and re- 
lief for the American forces in Europe; 
second, relief of non-mobatants of al- 
lies, particularly of France; third, sup- 
port of armed forces in training camps 
at home and in national health meas- 
ures similar to those taken in Eng- 
land. In a telegram to national head- 
quarters, H. J. Hill, assistant secre- 
tary of the. war council, said: 
"One 


hundred million dollars is Inadequate 
for the complete prosecution of any 
one of these purposes. The need, 
enormous now, will grow 
greater 


monthly. Foresighted action will save 
millions of American money and tens 
of thousands of American lives. Fur- 
nishes a medium of co-operation of 
civilians with government, army and 
navy." 


Prominent Men at Work. 


In speaking of the ability needed by 


leaders In the campaign, Mr. Withrow 
stated that in New York city .1. P. 
Morgan is leading the work a.nd twenty 
other men of his calibre are captains 
of teams. 
These men are going to 


raise $40,000,000 and to do so must get 
the biggest business men in the city. 
One check for a million dollars has 
been received and several larger ones 
are expected. St. Louis has raised a 
million dollars and Is starting on the 
second.

A dispatch from Tegucigalpa, Honduras, says that in addition to 


the wiping out of San Salvador, the towns of Quezaltipeque, Nejapa, 
Buuhichoto, Paisnal, Arraenios and Mejicanos also were destroyed, 
Mejicano« was a suburb of San Salvador. 


At 9:50 o'clock this morning 


there was still no communication 
between San Salvador and Tegu- 
cigalpa. 


An operator who reached the 


edge of the destroyed zone report- 
ed at 9:20 o'clock this morning 
that Snn Salvador wns in nuns 
and that every thing within a ra- 
dius of thirty miles had been de- 
stroyed by the earthquake. 


The town of Santa Tccla also has 


been destroyed, according to this 
report. Residents of San Salvador 
are camping in the streets nnd 
parks. At the time the report was 
sent it had been raining heavily 
for five hours. The disaster is sup- 
posed to have been caused by an 
eruption of the volcano of S;m Sal- 
vador, at the foot of which the city 
is situated. 


MINISTER LONG REPORTS IT.

Columbia City. Itid.. Juno S.—The 


systems of the \Yhltley County Tele- 
phone company and the Farmers' Mu- 
tual Telephone company must be con- | 
nected, unless the latter company sees ' 
fit to apply for a. rehearing before the 
state supreme court. 
That Judicial 


body Wednesday handed down a de- 
cision affirming the decision made last 
fall by Judge Wrigley of the Whltley 
circuit court, in which he upheld the 
decision of tho public service commis- 
son. ordering tho two companies to 
be connected. This last step is one of 
several in a legal tangle, occupying tho 
time from 1915 until the present.

same as the first. An appeal from this 
order was taken to the "\VhitIey circuit 
court, and has been pending for want 
of a judge to handle the rase. It will 
h.ivu little bearing on thu present situ- 
ation. The ordor for connection went 
into effect in the spring of 1916, and 
it is said to be specified in law that a 
hc::vy daily penalty will bo Inflicted 
upon tho company refusing to make 
the connection.

It is a mistake made by a large | • 
percentage of aliens of all countries coming j 
here. The foreign-born, reaching America," 
are not tardy in taking the first step to be- 
come citizens. They want early enjoyment of 
their political rights and privileges. That is 
what those who come to remain have come to 
secure. The declaration invests them with the 
franchise. They settle down, make homes, 
rear families, prosper, become of consequence 
in their communities and vote right along. 
What they came to America to obtain appears 
to have been realized. Some of them forget 
and others never know that citizenship lias 
not been completed, that they are not natural- 
ized, until some such incident as becoming a 
candidate for office or seeking a passport for 
a visit to their native land brings out the fact 
of incomplete citizenship. The war in Europe 
reminded a good many of the disabilities of 
their American citizenship. The entrance of j 
the United States into the war has caused a' 
veritable stampede to the courts to have natur- j 
alization completed. 


Under certain described circumstances citi- 


zens of German birth are put under some stress 
of inconvenience and even hardship by the 
fact that never having been naturalized they 
are "alien enemies'' under the law, though 
men of high repute in their communities, of 
long-approved good citizenship and of an in- 
disputable loyalty that no one will hesitate to 
vouch for. Such as may be caught by circum- 
stances in the "alien enemy" law need have 
no misgiving. They are not in any wise stig- 
natized by that fact. No reflection is cast, no 
suspicion created, no feeling against, them en- 
gendered. The way is provided for them to 
establish their standing and to obtain im- 
munity from any further annoj'ance by the 
law. 


Almost without exception in Fort AVayne 


those touched by this law are such as have neg- 
lected to complete their American citizenship 
by the final act of naturalization. Those who 
had not done that arc about it now, just as 
are great numbers of the alien-born of other 
nationalities that have been similarly ignorant 
or negligent of the legal processes of com- 
plete naturalization and full citizenship. 


The matter just now uppermost in import- 


ance is that these good citizens that have 
comc under technical designation as "alien 
enemies'' be relieved at the earliest possible 
moment of all annoyance and inccTivcnicnei;

The legislative budget has not been 


a success In this state or elsewhere 
because of the logrolling by which 
each member sought to gain what he 
wanted by helping tile other fellow 
get what he wanted. We have gotten 
from this system a haphazard appro- 
priation bill which owed whatever 
excellence it had to chance. 


The executive budget on the other 


hand, has proven to be an effective 
and responsible way to handle the 
finances of the state. Ohio and Mary- 
land are the best examples of the 
executive budget. In these states tho 
governor makes up the budget of ex- 
penditures after a careful survey of 
the needs of each office or institution 
and presents a budget which conies 
within the ability of the state to pay. 


In Maryland when this budget Is 


presented the legislature l» required 
by the constitution to give it a special 
order. Certain days are devoted to it 


says "you can appropriate not more 
than so much." If 
the 
legislature 


wants greater economy they can have 
it but they cannot have a, license to 
appropriate money regardless of the 
finances of the state. 
Of course the 


expenditure for the legislature itself 
and for the judiciary are not fixed by 
the governor because these are co- 
ordinate departments, and it would 
not be seemly for the executive de- 
partment to control them in a matter 
so vital.

LESSON TEXT—John l»:16-22. 25-30. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Christ died for our 


Bins.-I Cor. 15:8. 


We are compelled to omit a consider- 


ation of that dark, despicable trial la 
Pilate's Judgment hall. Pilate's weak- 
kneed subservience to custom and the 
cry of the politician Is one of the black- 
est pages In history. His scourging of 
the man whom he, himself, declared 
Innocent, is practically without paral- 
lel. After the mocking and the scourg- 
ing, Pilate said nnto the people. Be- 
hold the man" (v. 5), and later in sar- 
casm he said to the same people, "Be- • 
hold your king" (v. 14). 
Teachers 


should emphasize at the beginning and 
all through this lesson that Jesus 
suffered and died for the sins of all 
men, ours as well as those of his own 
day. 


I. The 
Crucifixion of Jesus (TV. 


16-22). It was about nine o'clock in 
the morning when Pilate gave his Infa- 
mous order that Jesus should be cru- 
cified. It was indeed a sorrowful pro- 
cession which moved Itself along the 
"Via Dolorosa" (the Sorrowful Way), 
consisting of the Roman soldiers, the 
tottering, physically exhausted man of 
Galilee, and, Luke adds, "sorrowing 
women." They took him to the place 
of a skull, a hill about sixty feet high, 
at the foot of which was the rock- 
hewn sepulcher In which his body was 
later laid. The place was called In 
Hebrew "Golgotha." the Aramaic for 
skull. Calvary is the Latin for the 
same. 
On either side of him were 


crucified the robbers, which was an 
evident effort to add to his shame as 
well as n salutary warning to the Pass- 
over pilgrims. Over the cross Pilate 
wrote a title on n wooden tablet. Fol- 
lowing the usual custom, this was 
milled at the head of Jesus, setting 
forth his crime. The words It bore 
were. "Jesus of Nazareth. King of tho 
Jews," as though Pilate would take 
malicious revenge upon the mob which 
had made him perform a deed he had 
sought to avoid. Literally this sign 
jncunt "This man is the kindliest of 
sill Jews, and see what they have done 
to him." In response to Pilate's ques- 
tioning. Jesus snld, "I nm the King of 
the Jews." Pilate knew that he was 
Innocent, and sought to let him go free, 
but, rather than incur the hatred of tho 
Jewish authorities, he yielded to their 
demand for his blood, and became n 
party to the murder of the Son of God. 
Men today take a part in his cruci- 
fixion rather than surrender wholly 
to him, and pay the price of open con- 
fession. "They crucified him." 
How 


these words laid tho pride of men In 
tho dust Human nature Is the samo 
today us It was two thousand years 
ngo when the world's bitterest hate 
was wrenkod not upon a bad man but 
upon the host man, the perfect man, 
the God-man. 
The pain Jesus suf- 


fered on Calvary was no Imagination, 
lie suffered It all for us (Isa. 53:0), 
but the physical suffering was not tho 
most severe agony he bore (Ps. 69:20; 
M:itt. 27:40). The crucifixion of Jesus 
wns pnrt of the eternal purposes of 
God's love nml redemption. 


II. The World's Darkest Hour (vr. 


23-30). Ench of the Gospel writers re- 
fers to the purt the soldiers took in 
casting lots for his garments. They 
were 
unconsciously 
fulfilling 
thn 


prophecy of Psnlin 22:18, and It wns 
from their number that one of the su- 
preme testimonies to the character of 
Christ cnme (See Mntt. 27:54). The 
first three evangelists tell us of the 
throng of pilgrims who passed along 
the highway from the north, close at 
hnnd, nnd who wagged their heads In 
Imitation nnd mockery of the agony 
of the one who was being crucified. 
But there were others who were spec- 
tators of this event, a group of Christ 
lovers (v. 25). 


"It is finished." These are remark- 


able words. He had finished his suf- 
fering ; he had finished that for which 
he enme into the world when he be- 
gan his ministry; he had finished the 
mission for which his father had sent 
him Into the world; he had finished 
and fulfilled the prophecies concern- 
Ing his suffering and death; he had 
completed tho work of the redemption; 
the atonement was finished, nnd Sa- 
tan's po-.ver was finished; tho Mosaic 
law was finished us far as its claims 
upon the believer wcro concerned 
(Rom. 
10:4; Col. 2:18; Eph. 2:15 and 


16). 
Outwardly It seemed to be Sa- 


tnn's supreme hour. It was the world's 
darkest hour. 


The seven last words. These would 


be an interesting study for any class. 
(1) "Father forgive them for they 
know not what they do;" (2) "Today 
thou Shalt be with me In Paradise." 


(3) "Woman, behold thy son; (4) "My 


God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?" (5) "I thirst;" (6) "It is fin- 
ished;" (7) "Father Into thy hands 1 
commit my spirit." Christ had powei 
to lay down his life. He had power to 
take It up again, hut ho laid It down, 
submitting to a burial In the tomb. 
At thnt moment note the effect upon 
the malefactor, upon the centurion, up- 
on the elements of cloud and sky, up- 
on the veil of the temple, upon the 
people and upon his friends. Whnt Is 
the effect of this story upon yourself, 
teachers, and upon those who nro lls- 
tetilnc to your Instruction?

dent's proclamation of April 6. 1317, 
covering issuance of permits to alien 
enemies:

Church-goers in the actual going 


to and from their regular church 
services. 
This means that the above ex- 


empted people will not need per- 
mits noir be Riven permits, but that 
they must follow the strict observ- j 
ance of this provision as laid down. 


People now in hospitals are not 


exempt. They must get permits. A 
friend or relative of any such per- 
son should see the special deputy, 
marshal at once and he will arrange 
for an assistant deputy to swear 
them in at the hospital. 


The scope of prohibited area in 


which contractors, sub-contractors, 
street paving men and their em- 
ployes, traveling men, collectors and 
delivery men can go has been en- 
larged, but in only a few cases will 
permits be given for both zones. In 
most cases they will be given for 
one of the two zones.

Men Who Stay at Home Are 


. Required to Support 


Dependents. 


Vancouver B. C., June -8.—Every 


man must do his bit. 


No one in British Columbia, or for 


that matter anywhere in Canada, is 
permitted to forget that. 


"If you can't light—pay," Is a sec? 


ond slogan that goes with the first. 


It is not only a slogan but a duty 


that no patriot feels oven Inclined to 
dodge. 


In British Columbia alone, $1,206,- 


474 has been- disbursed to dependent 
families of enlisted men out of a fund 
raised entirely by voluntai-y contribu- 
tions. 
It is- known as the Canadian 


patriotic fund. 


The Canadian soldier is paid $33 


a month. The government gives his 
wife or mother a separation allowance 
of $15, provided he will give $15 of 
his wages for the same purpose. Thus, 
the wife or mother of the emlstad man

gWs $30 a month from the govern- 
ment. 


"But that Is not enough to keep a 


family of teveral children, especially 
in the west," declares Truman S. Bax- 
ter, former mayor of Vancouver and 


now chairman of the Canadian patri- 
otic fund of British Columbia. 


"At first we thought the war would 


last a short time; that we'd pitch in 
and lick the enemy one, two, three. 
We asked for a $25,00(1 fund to take 
care of the families of the first troops 
going overseas. We thought that was 
an immense amount. Now we sub- 
scribe more than that every month 
in British Columbia." 


Started 
in Vancouver, the 
idea 


quickly spread through the dominion 
and government acknowledgment of 
the fund was obtained. A corporation 
was organized with the minister of 
finance at the head. 
While the fund 


is obtained by voluntary subscription, 
tho 
administration of 
it is 
semi- 


official. 


"The idea is," said Baxter, "that the 


men in service overseas shall have the 
aid of this fund by right and not as 
charity. '"Every man who isn't fight- 
ing is expected to pay something of his 
earnings. 
We have Individuals and 


corporations in every line of endeavor 
making 
regular contributions. 
We 


call upon the men 
to pay, because 


that's their part—to fight or help the 
families 
of those 
who fight. The 


women have their Red Cross duties 
and other patriotic work to attend to. 
That's their function." 


The "government gives the depend- 


ent wife or mother $30 a month and 
the Canadian patriotic fund adds a 
aura not to exceed $42.50. Each wife 


or mother is given $17.50 a month out 
of this fund. For children between 10 
and 15 years an additional total allow- 
ance of $7.50 is made; for children 
between 5 and 10 a total of $4.50, and 
for every child under 5 $3 is allowed. 
Thus, the average family gets about 
$60 a month. 


All contributions are banked daily. 


As soon .as the money is in the bank 
it cannot be touched again except by 
order of the finance minister at Otta- 
wa. 
All money subscribed is pooled 


into one national fund. Bach province 
is given monthly the amount necessary 
to cover legitimate claims.

Army Like Base Ball Team. 


"The new American army." he said, 


"should take the field as thoroughly 
prepared as a 
first 
class base ball

dition. A good ball team always car- 
ries a physician about with It. There- 
fore, if you want to know the most 
vital need of a modern army, I tell you 
It Is doctors, doctors, doctors, doctors. 


"Doctors are as necessary In an

American pastime. They are there to 
repair the damage and revive the sick 
and wounded. Just as the star players 
oftlmes pull the rest of the team to- 
gether. Doctors are a necessary link 
In the organization. 
Without them 


and plenty of them you have no team 
work."

High Praise for Medical Corps. 
•There is no better modlcal corps In 


tho world than that of the United 
States," General Keogh added, "and 
you may be sure that the authorities 
are fully alive to the need for expan- 
sion to keep pace with the growing 
army. But it Is hard to moke tho lay- 
man understand this. He usually 
takes into account only the strictly 
military aspect of the soldier, such as 
his training and equipment. He does 
not realize that to make the soldier 
prepared In the strict sense of the 
word, the medical and supply depart- 
ments must not bo overlooked. 


"That Is one important task before 


the United States authorities, namely 
to make the ordinary citizen under- 
stand the importance of medical men 
and medical supplies. Just how many 
doctors will be required for the Amer- 
ican army Is difficult to say because 
that is always determined by circum- 
stances. 


Suggests 10,000 Doctors. 


We have 12,000 doctors for our 


army of 5,000,000. Without knowing 
the proposed strength of the 
new 


army, I should say that 10.000 physi- 
cians would be a comfortable margin. 
To enlist, train and equip that number 
will require as much time as it does to 
put an equal number of troops in the 
field, so that you can see what a big 
task it Involves. The need for prepar- 
edness is Just as important in the medi- 
cal branch as in other departments of 
an arniy. 


"Supplies, too, are important. Hugo 


resources are all important. We found 
that a modern army cannot have too 
large a stock for the wounded and 
sick. Base or general hospitals as we 
call them, are Just as necessary. We 
expect great things from America in 
these matters. 
She has profited by 


our experiences in nearly three years 
of modern warfare and this country 
with her own natural gifts for adapta- 
bility for efficiency caused her to put 
Into the field the best medical service 
the world has ever seen."

Korltza. Albania. Miiy 24.—(Corre- 


spondent of the Associated Press.)— 
A new flap, tho flag of the new "Re- 
public of Sklpetars," has made Its ap- 
pearance among the standards of tho 
entente allies along 
the Albanian- 


Macedonian front. It Is the old stan- 
dard of the Scandcnberg*. of red. with 
a black two-hearted eagle and the little 
army of 7BO men of tho Republic of 
tho Skipetars, composed of six com- 
panies, are flKh/Ing under It at th» 
front by the Hide of the Senegalesa 
nnd colonial cavalry, that compose 
tho French occupying force In this 
district. The new banner already has 
received its baptism of blood. 
Five 


hundred men of tho 
new republic 


aided the French to repulse a sharp 
attack by Albanian tribes co-operat- 
ing with the Austrian regular troops 
at Moscopol. 


Thus far the now republic includes 


only tho city of Korltza with a popu- 
lation of 38.000 and the surrounding 
region, comprising altogether about 
90,000 inhabitants. It is located in 
that part of Albania 
In which the 


longing for liberty and tranquillty has 
been most developed through repeated 
pillaging by neighboring Albanians 
and continual oppression by for- 
eigners. 


Tho Albanians, accustomed to sum- 


mary and primitive means of admin- 
istration and justice, are taking to re- 
publican ideas and the parliamentary 


1 regime, and considerable unsuspected 
oratorical talent has been discovered 
in this land where powder only has 
: talked heretofore.

The idea of forming the Skipetar 


republic is due to Colonel Descoins, 
commanding the French forces sta- 
tioned here. When ho assumed com- 


i mand o£ the post he called all the 


1 notables of the town together and 
talked to them in this vein: 
| 
"Skipetars. my friends, until De- 


I comber, 1912, you suffered under Tur- 


j kish regime: in May, 1913, it was the 
! Greek army that mistreated you; then 
until March, 1014, you became famil- 
iar with tho inconveniences of Greek 
civil administration; in July, 1914. it 
was the noxious buffoonery of Prince 
do Wied that was imposed upon you; 
in December, 1815, it was again the 
Greek military occupation; in Octo- 
ber, 
1916, it was the Greek royalist 


civil administration, and in Novem- 
ber, 1016, the Venezelist, followed in 
December *by tho French military oc- 
cupation with Greek civil authorities. 
You ought to have enough of all these 
'experiments, and I have a very simple 
suggestion to 
make to you. 
Why 


don't you govern yourselves? 
You 


are Albanians. 
Be Albanians, then,

A coal mine at Koutza is bo- 
ing exploited and, aided by the mili- 
tary authorities, the Skipetar govern- 
ment is preparing to develop copper 
and iron ore deposits, declared by en- 
gineers to be rich and extensive.

At first 
light the pictures are disappointing.

of a hundred or two heavy projectiles, 
such as used by the British monitors, 
does not impress itself heavily on a 
nndscape like the work of an earth- 
luake. 
But when one pets down to 


careful comparison with the pictures 
akcn before the bombardment there 
are some striking changes here and 
here which grow in importance as 
hey are studied under a magnifying 
glass.

These gates are 
100 feet long and twenty feet high and 
hey seem somehow to have lost a little 
of their rectilineal- character over 
night. The magnifying glass reveals 
some of the reasons for this change. 
The breaking down of the locks pre- 
i-ents the retention of water in the 
jasln and the canals which feed it, in- 
capacitating the entire port machinery. 
Squally effective in crippling the har- 
)or is a hit on the operating machin- 
ry. Jamming the locks so that ingress 
or egress is Impossible until elaborate 
repairs are made. 


Vessels Missing or Dainiurcd. 


The plates taken the day before the 


jonibardment show H number of ships 
at anchor or tied up in the Inner basin, 


the succeeding plates some of the 


ships have disappeared nnd others are 
ipparcntly half submerged. The long 
wharf looks like a. caricature of Its 
former self and two or three buildings 
n the dockyards whoso usefulness wan 
ndlcated In the early pictures by the 
irosonce of new additions or altera- 
tion, have suffered badly. 


The picture confirms the statement 


n the official statement that more 
than half the buildings In tho factory 
lection of the town have cither been 
destroyed or bndly dnmnged. 
It is 


easy to sec that there may have been 
a heavy loss of life, although the resi- 
dential section was apparently un- 
touchod. Some of tho ruined factories 
necessarily operate night nnd day whila 
many men are employed at night In the 
shipping and docks.

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Prohibited Zones" In Fort Wayne Where "Alien Enemies" Cannot Go 


At a meeting of four committees held Thursday afternoon In the federal building for the purpose of organizing the force taking the registration of the alien enemies, definite plans were made for coping with th« 
task of issuing permits to the several hundred citizens of German ancestry residing in Fort Wayne, and Special Deputy United States Marshal Muller issued the following bulletin: 
"In the city of Fort Wayne, there shall hereafter be two (2) prohibited zones, designated as Zone "A" and Zone "B." The boundary lines of these zones are those designated on the above map. Boundary lines cfo 


M£include the street upon which they are drawn. The street along which a boundary line runs shall be considered as outside of the zone. This map is official. 


"Travel is permitted on common carriers without permits. A street car is a common carrier as is also a steam railroad. This means that an alien enemy may travel through prohibited zones on a street car or on 


e steam train, so long as he does not alight within the prohibited zones. 


"This means that practically every alien enemy in the city should have a permit in order to go about his daily and usual life. The law so far does not give us permission to grant permits thus freely. If in doubt 


bring your question to the special deputy United States marshall's office for his consideration.

"No permits will be issued after midnight Saturday, June 9. Do not wait until Saturday.

"There are no charges connected with the issuing of permits except that applicant must have three photographs, of himself 3 inches by S inches in size, printed on a white background and unmounted.

Rome, June 8.—The Italian censor's 


office has been baffled for two years 
in an effort to discover the meaning 
of little groups of letters and dashes, 
such as "axyz-wtv" and so on, which 
appear at the ends of news items sent 
out by the Associated Press in New j 
Tork and remailed from there to the 
Associated Press correspondents from 
whom the Items came. These marks 
are the initials of the writer, editor, 
or manifolder of the Item, but appar- 
ently the employes of the censor's bu- j 
reau suspected they conveyed some 
mystic meaning for when received by 
the correspodent here, they have often 
been cut out of the pages, or carefully 
obliterated with ink or. sometimes, the 
entire batch of mail is withheld for 
two or three months at a time. 


The latter is the favorite method 


pursued by the censor's office for pre- 
venting information of a harmful na- 
ture from being disseminated. 
It is 


not unusual for news cables or busi- 
ness dispatches of a nature seemingly 
suspicious to be quietly forwarded a 
week or so after the sender has for- 
gotten having flled them. 


On the whole, however, from an 


American point of view, there has been 
little complaint regarding either cables 
of mails, considering the activity of 
spies in Italy. Most of the complaints 
are made editorially by Italian news- 
papers which, when news Is dull, print 
long tirades declaring that the censor 
is suppressing interesting news.

Help Save the Grain 


Says Uncle Sam. 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—Eat 


English sparrows and save the grain 
crop. 


Fifty sparrows cat the equivalent of 


a quart of wheat per day. There havo 
been many guesses as to the amount 
of grain consumed by English spar- 
rows, but whether it is millions, or bil- 
lions of bushels, tho loss Is serious— 
and tho sparrow la good to cat. 


Tho Germans are paying 15 cents 


apiece for them. 


Ned Dearborn, expert biologist, on 


tho trail of tho sparrow nuisance for 
tho United States department of'agri- 
culture, says: 


"In most localities In tho United 


States English sparrows are a post. 
There is therefore no reason why tho 
birds should not be utilized for food 
in this cuntry, as they have been in 
tho old world for centuries. 


"Their flesh is palatable, and though 


their bodies are small, their numbers 
fully compensate for their lack of size. 


"Birds can be trapped 
and kept 


alive in large outdoor cages, sheltered 


I from storms and cold 
winds, until 


wanted for the table. It Is unprofit- 
able to keep them long, however. 


"Clean water, bread, oats, wheat, 


bran or cornmoal mush will keep them 


I in good condition. 


"To kill mercifully a trapped spar- 


row, 
place the thumb nail at the base 


of its skull and dislocate its neck by 
hard, quick pressure. 


"To dress it, cut off the legs, the 


wings at the outer Joint, and the neck 
close to the body, strip off the skin, 
beginning at the neck, make a cut 
through the body wall extending along 
the back bone till the ribs are severed, 
then around between the legs to the 
tail, and remove the viscera.. 


"If sparrows are to be broiled, save 


only breasts, as this method of cook- 
ing so shrivels and parches the lesser 
pa.rts as to render them worthless. 


"Sparrows may be cooked by any 


of the methods employed for reed 
birds or quail." 


Trie 
department of 
agriculture 


recommends the trap 
as the 
best 


method of extermination. Its farm- 
ers' bulletin No. 493 will be sent free 
to any one writing for it. 


The verdict of biological 
experts 


against the English sparrow is unani- 
mous. He is as big a thief and para- 
site as the rat, and when driven to eat 
bugs at all he consumes only those 
harmless to crops.

Congressmen Would Strike 


at Speculative Value to 


Get Cultivation. 


(By GI1/SON GARDNER.) 


Washington. D. C.. June 8.—There 


are approximately 350,000,000 acres 
of idle land in United States farms, 
according to latest census 
figures, 


those taken in 1910. 


Less than three-fifths of the land 


in farms is improved. In 1910 a little 
over half the land in farms in the 
United States was improved—478,451- 
750 acres out of a total of 878,798,325 
acres. 
This is how private ownership of 


land for speculative purposes results 
in land being held out of use. 


It is one cause of present high 


prices of foodstuffs and the difficulty 


I of raisrng enough food to meet the 
j needs of the nations warring to put 


down German autocracy. 


How to cet this land into use is one 


of the government's war problems. 
There is no use plowing up lawns and 
tennis courts when half the best farm 
lands are untilled. 


Why not tax them into use? 
This 
thought occurred 
to some 


members of congress looking for ways 
to raise war revenue. The speculative 
value of unused land is a fine untapped 
source of revenue, and the effect of 
such taxes, unlike taxes on industry 
and improvements, would be to stimu- 
late production rather than discour- 
age it. 
More food 
would be raised, the 


farmer would get better prices, be- 
cause the speculator would get less 
in rent and holding price, and the con- 
sumer would get food cheaper. 


AH this has been urged on the sen- 


ate finance committee which is mull- 
ing over the revenue act. A commit- 
tee has been formed to help work out

TO GET INTO SHAPE BEFORE LEARNING TO BOX.

There is no physical trainfins that can 


compare with boxing tor development of 
the body. To be a good»boxer. every organ 
and muscle must be in good shape. 


Some sports are beneficial to certain 


parts of the body. In baseball you have 
an opportunity to exercise the arms and 
legs; in football the legs alone are taxed. 


Basketball is even better than baseball 


and football for development of the body. 


Boxing offers you all that there is in 


baseball, basketball and football and ther. 
some. 


The requirements of a.Kood boxer ex- 


ceed the requirements of other sports. To 
get in proper shape to go through even a 
four-round boxing contest with an oppon- 
ent who has even a fair knowledge of the 
game, you must be in good trim. 


A powerful punch will not accomplish 


the desired result if you have not the other 
qualifications. 
You must 
have 
speed, 


courage, wind and endurance in order to 
be able to go through ewen four rounds of 
boxing. 


I have seen youngsters'breaking into the 


boxing game, start off at a fine pace and 
look very promising for a round or two, ! 
then cojlapse from their own efforts. 


They did not have the wind and stamina 


required for even four rounds of boxing. 
They were misla*i by their performances 
in the gymnasi«w where boxing always \ 
looks so easy. But it is when they get 
into the squared circle they realize all 
their weaknesses. 


Therefore the first step for any young 


man who contemplates getting into file 
boxing game is to adopt systematic exer- 
cise, to put even* part of his body in fine 
trim. 


Before taking up serious boxing work, 


the novice must be accustomed to walk 
four or five miles a day. Before breakfast 
and before going to bed at night he ought 
to take twenty minute ostercisc with a 
pair of light dumbbells. Cafe in eating and 
drinking is necessary. 


Regular habits 
and plenty of

proper bathing and elimination of tobacco 
and alcohol are the prime essentials.

The 
extract reads: 


"4.45 a. m.—A pale light whitens 


slightly the sKy heavy with clouds. 
Since yesterday evening at 6 o'clock 
cannon have thundered uninterrupted- 
ly, the sound resembling the rolling 
of a giant drum.'
